Qo ihe Colony there are 
six Salvation Army Oncers, a Doc- 
tor, and a staff of native servants, 
with, as I have already said, one 
hundred and sixty patients under

Just a little before the breakiog ol 
daylight each months, the big bell 
of the Colony rings out its call to 
Officers and servants to get ready 



fowls, for the cool, early morning is 
thv best part of the d.iy and the 
time to get lire work done. 

Very soon after the bell has ceas- 
ed its. ringing, the Cookn arc busy 
getting breakfast ready: ihe Officer 
who is responsible [or the entering is 
receiving, counting and weighing, 
milk. egRS. meat, ^cgeiables, «c. 
etc., for the needs of the patients. 
Down al ihe dispensary medicines

A couple of hours or so later,

Poor 
fellows, it doubtless reminds them of 
other days; but, alas! those other 
days arc gone, and beyond readings 
and imaginings, their world is now 
comprised within the boundaries of 
the Leper Colony. It's a sorrowfn! 
liitlc world, too. although not com- 
pletely sad. for in il there is much 
love, some singing, and a Brass Band 
comprised of leper patients, who dis- 
course excellent music in the lovely 
Karden of the Colony, and charm the 
colonists and the surrounding in- 
habitants dnrinfi the stillness of 
many an Eastern 'evening. Meetings 
arc also held, both for the European 
and for the native patients. 

On a recent visit 1 spent, in com- 
pany with the Officer in charge 
(Ensign Meijcr), some hours in 



visiting the patients in their rooms t 
enquiring about their health, and 
seeing \a their comfort, with a word 
about their souls fitted in where sea- 
sonable and possible. Among the 
Europeans there was noticeable a 
good deal of friendly sociability, the 
less-sick were found visiting their 
worsc-ofT neighbours. On. the vcr- 
aiulnhs here and there wc found little 
groups of three and four men in 
friendly confab, while usually the 
central fi^nrc was busy with wood- 
carving, box-making, or some other 
useful pastime. It was, however, 
pliin that with their decrepit hands 
and missing fingers it was nil a 
ldiorioiis business. One dear fellow, 
with a Italf-coTnpttud liwtc picture 
fr:mic and far more patience than I 
possess, told me, albeit with a smile, 
lli.il he Inil been working at it for 
two months.

A Glimpse at What Is Being Done to R e 
Establish Them in Civil Life at the Davisville 
Military Hospital (the William Booth Memorial 
; ; : : Training College) : : 



CANADA'S Lr.ive sons, who have 
in li Klit iind suffered in Iter de- 
fence, are returning to our shores 
in ct't-i 1 - increasing- numbers. Many 
are deprived of one or more limbs, 
ilihI arc thus heavily handicapped in 
the matter of getting re-established 
in civil life. What is being done to 
help (hem? This surely is a ques- 
tion of absorbing interest to all 
Canadians. To re-establish them bet- 
ter, it possible, than before, should 
lie Canada's duty and aim to-day, 

Speedily and Happily 

Nothing is more important than 
that [lie passage of returned men 
from the army to the old civilian Life 
should be speedily and happily ef- 
fected. To this end the Department 
of Soldiers' Civil Re-estabHshracnt 
is at work all over the country, and 
a glimpse at its activities will better 
help us to understand what is being 
done for our wounded heroes. 

It will be remembered by the 
majority of olir readers that some 
lime ago [he William Booth Mem- 
orial Training College at Toronto 
was leased co the Military Authori- 
ties for use as an Orthopedic Hospi- 
tal. Some 450 wounded men arc now 
housed there, most of them amputa- 
tion eai». One poor fellow, indeed, 
has lost both legs and both arms. 

Thinking that it would be of spe- 
cial intLTCM to our readers to know 
something of the good work being 
done in this hospital, which is doubt- 
less typical of the many others 
throughout the country, a "War 
Cry" representative went there one 
_■ recently, and. by the kind per- 
mission of Colonel King Smith {the 
Officer Commanding), wjs shown 
over ihc whole establishment. 

The outstanding impression left 
upon one's mind after such an in- 
spection is that the Government is 
doing all that is humanly possible 
lo restore these shattered men to 
health and to fit them for the duties, 
of citizenship once again. 

In going through the wards we 
noticed several men busy at basket- 
making, and our first thought was 
that they were being taught that 
trade so that llicy might be able to 
ninfcc a living at it when they re- 
turned to their Imiucs, But this idea 
was dispelled when we met Lieuten- 
ant Bislcy, who is in charge of the 
Vocational Training Classes at the 
hospital. 

Something to Do 
"Many people have asked me what 
is the good of leaching soldiers to 
make baskets," he said, "They seem 
lo think that the market would be 
overstocked in time, and that no- 
body could make a living wage at it, 
But it may surprise you to learn that 
wt are not teaching them to make 
baskets with that abject In view;

LIFE is Yery largely nude up of commonplaces — common- 
place engagements, commonplace relationships, and com- 
monplace duties.

"Of course, he can," 1 replied* "and 
if you come with me 1 will show you how to do it." Why, the 
way in which we use these things is to be a part of our consecrated 
service to God.
